In its Coinocn. tae 
Supreme Court ruled that it was cf the opinion that all bilis for the 
reising of revenue cust originate in the House of Representatives, bot 
Anat oll other bills might originate in tae Senate. Cur highest Court 
found that early practice on this point in this State was the Same 25 1m 
the Cammomrealth of Massachusetts, anc citec the Oojiricn of tho Must ces, 
126 Mass.

as a part of which either an appropriaticn is required or a foo or fine 
4s proposed ancillary to the accenplishmont of a legisiative furpose 
distinct fron the raising of gonsral rovenue. 


The proposed act establishing a municipal ceer 
fund 4s amendatory to RSA 2C¢, which és a general statute doaling with 
game animals. As such it is not, in my opinion, a general rovorue 
measure required by Part Second, Article 18, to originate in <ne mouse 
ef Representatives. In the same sense the act purporting to create a 
hunters! compensation fund is amondatory to RSA 214, the gencral statute 
providing for licenses for hunters, fishermen, trappers and others. As 
such this act also, in my opinion, is not @ general revenue measure and 
4s not required to originato in the House af Kepresentatives.
